PARIS VICTIM KNOWN HERE.

ELLEN GORE WAS IN NEW
YORK LAST SUMMER.

-—

Had Separated From Her Husband Who
Is a Canadian Surveyor—-Then She
Went to Paris to Study Musie—Ne Light
on Her Death In Russian's Rooms.

Special Cable Despatch to TRE SUN.
“ARIS, Nov. 21.--A photographer of the
name o) Gerorkel savs he knew Mrs. Ellen
Gore, the woman who was shot dead in the
roome of the Russian, Rydzenski, here on
Wednesday. He declares that she was
born in San Francisco and went to Mexico,
where she grew upand was married. After-
ward she obtained a divorce and moved
to Columbus, Chio. Later she went to
Chicago.

Mrs. Gore came to Paris with letters of
recommendation and introduction to M.
Toledo, the manager of the Aeolian house
here, M. Toledo Aadvised Mrs. Gore to
take lessons from Moszkovski, who speaks
highly of her musical attainments

Mrs. Gore's mail came to the Aeolian
house, where she was a constant visitor,
She attended the recitals and concerts
given twice a week

The last one she attended was on Tues-
day of this week. Yesterday Mra. Gore
had an appointment to meet M. Toledo, Jr.,
and accompany him to a matinés. When
she did not arrive on time, young Toledo
sent a messenger 1o her landlady to ask
ahbout her. The landlady replied: “She
is not here; she is dead and the body has
been taken to the morgue.”

The employees of the Aeolian company
speak in high terms of Mrs, Gore's grace,
beauty and genial disposition. They scout
the idea that such a bright and happy
young woman committed suicide

The letters from a lawyer found in Mrs.
Gore's rooms refer entirely to business
matters, chiefly in regard to the sale of
property in Mexico.

Rydzenski is a pupil of the celebrated
baritone Lasesale, who has a high opinion
of him and is convinoced of his innocence.

Lassalle speaks in the highest terms of
his pupil. He says the Imperial theatrical
authorities of St. Petershurg sent Rydzen-
#ki to him to test his voice and find out if
he was really capable of fllling great réles.
Larsalle says he worked Rydzenski hard for
three months and then sent him back to
St. Petershurg, where he sang successfully
in Rubinstein's “Demon.” He returned
1o Paris three weeks ago under a subven-
tion from mthe Russian Government to con-
tinue his studies, and was actuslly studying
Tschaikowsky's opera, “Eugen Oneguine.”
Lassalle says he never spoke of Mrs. Gore,
but about two weeks ago he introduced
Lasealle to a woman resembling the printed
descriptions of her. She asked M. Las-
salle for permission to study his method
and remained throughout that lesson.
She promised to return, but he never saw
her again,

Rydzenski agked Lasselle to find a law-
ver for him. Lassalle has invited Maitre
Vonoven, the judicial editor of the Figaro,
to undertake Rydzenski's defence,

The maid who took care of Rydzenski's
apartments says that on the day of the
tragedy she took a telegram to the pst
ofice for her employver, saying he

taken in thinking he =aid Mrs. Gore had
committed suicide.

The expert is to ascer-
tain whether the revolver eould have
haen discharged by being knooked off the
table in the manner described by Rydzen-
ski, and if so whether the bullet could have
gone in the direetion indicatea

eral important Russians, including Basile

There are numerous rumors afloat in
regard to the relations of M. Rydzenski
and Mrs.Gore, in some of which the womar.'s
reputation is impugned. It is apparent
that these are mere canards.  The friends
of Mrs. Gore, however, are astonished to
learn that her body was found in Rvdzenski's
rooms,

Vierotia, B. (., Nov. 21.-Ten years
ago Ellen Gore was a leader in both musical
and social cireles here. Her husband,
Thomas Gore, was noted for his exploring
tours into the wilds of the Canadian North-
west, and he was president of the Pro-
vincial Land Surveyors' Association

It was on a professional vieii to Lower
California that the young Canadian be-
came acquainted with the singer, he, too,
heing a vocalist of considerable ability.
They were marrind at Los Angeles, after
which Mr. and Mrs. Gore returned here
Discord was sown in the household by the
chance remark of the director of Emma

Abbott's company, then touring the West,
that a voice such as hers belonged to art

and the public rather than to the family
circle. er ambition was fired, and, being
met with an equal determination upon

her husband's part not to lose Lis wife, even
for art's sake, she finally went 1o San Frun-
cisco, where a divorce was obtained upon
a technical charge of cruelty and non-
support.

Mrs. Gore lived goveral weeks last sum-
mer in the boardi: g house kept by a Mrs
White at 112 Madison avenue. It was said
there last night that several yvears ago
she met and married Thomas B. Gore, an
English surveyor, in California, and
later went to the ity of  Mexico
She left him, it was =aid, to come
here to establish a residence and
begin proceedings for divorce, but was
later induced to return to Lim.  They sep-
arated again, however, and she came to
New York aud lived at Mrs. White's.

He also came here and lived in a house
on the upper West Side and studied at the
American School of Opera at 215 West
Forty-second street, Mrs. CGore also
studied music, but after stayving here sev-
